Dear Assembly Member Ruskin:

The Division of Ratepayer Advocates (DRA) supports your AB 2515, which would require
the California Public Utilities Commission to evaluate the benefits of and means to
implement water conservation and efficiency programs and examination of rate design
that facilitates such programs.

As you know, water is a scarce commodity in most of California, and significant
population growth will further strain the ability of water companies to meet the needs of
California’'s consumers. In addition, water delivery requires the use of substantial
amounts of energy that results in greater costs for electric companies and increases in
pollution.
